When you were in high school did you think of yourself as a writer? | Know that | definitely 
did NOT visualize myself as a writer. | remember a time during my career when | was 
composing a letter thinking | never would have imagined having to do so much writing in 
my career. And | have to admit that during that career, | became pretty good at technical 
writing — or writing those directions. 


And then came 2021 when | published a blog post almost every day. When the year 
started, | didn’t have any specific blogging goals. My goal was to blog more consistently. 
To help me achieve that goal, | decided to

posts. (2021 Themes) 
Since I’m not a ‘creative’ writer, | found the 52 ancestors writing prompt difficult at times. 
Thus, | quit worrying about using that prompt and just blogged from my research 
activities. 


What helped me accomplish these blogging goals was learning to SCHEDULE my blog 
posts. Instead of writing every day, | simply wrote when | had something to share. Unsure 
of the ‘best’ time to post, | decided to make my posts available at 6:45 am central time. | 
kept a simple calendar in my bullet journal where | would write down (in pencil) the title of 
a post for when | planned to have it published. Sometimes | found writing a post that 
would be of little value several days out. When this happened, | scheduled that time 
sensitive post for the next day and moved all the scheduled posts to make room for this 
timely post. Thus, the need for using pencil to fill in my calendar. 


As | determine my 2022 genealogy goals, I’m also setting some blogging goals. For 
2022, I’m going to have specific ‘topics’ for Friday, Saturday and Sunday.

Friday Finds 


Not only do | still have file folders containing unscanned documents, but | have lots of 
folders full on scanned images of research done years ago. 
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For this goal, | plan to work thru one folder at a time, reviewing the information, 
transcribing as needed and making sure a source citation is in my genealogy file when 
appropriate. 


CRAWFORD Research 


Since it has been a year since I’ve actively researched my Crawford family and their 
Garrard County FAN club, | plan to continue this research. I’m going to start by extracting 
information for Garrard county deeds from the book, Old Kentucky Entries and Deeds by 
Willard Rouse Jillson. Since the data is not organized by county, I’m searching for deeds 
on Sugar Creek, Paint Lick Creek and Clear Creek. I’m using these creeks because they 
are the creeks named in the deeds for the CRAWFORD families in early Garrard County, 
Kentucky: Rebekah Crawford, Mary Crawford and James Crawford.

To make sure | have a ‘backup’ of my blog posts, | have started printing each post as a 
PDF file. However, | have a lot of older posts that still need ‘printed’. Thus, | would like to 
get all of my posts printed so that | can have a ‘backup’ copy outside of WordPress. 


FamilySearch Memories 


After seeing the destruction caused by the recent spat of tornadoes and seeing pictures 
carried hundreds of miles, | want to work my way thru my family notebooks to make sure 
the documents and pictures are uploaded as memories to FamilySearch. 


These are ambitious goals! Will | achieve all of them? That’s doubtful — but | plan to try. 
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Backups 
Monday, January 03, 2022 


Have you seen those reminders on the first of the month to backup your genealogy files? 
This prompting is a gentle reminder to perform a needed task. However, backing up our 
precious data shouldn’t be a monthly practice. Instead it should be an all the time 
practice. 


While working as a high school technology coordinator, my first experience was with tape 
backups. | had a pile full of tapes that were rotated to back up the data files on the server. 
Not only was this an expensive task but it was also difficult to retrieve files from those 
tapes. 


Thus, when | learned of the shareware program, Second Copy, | gladly replaced the 
tapes with an external hard drive attached to an old desktop computer on the network. 
Running this program allowed me to schedule the copying of faculty, staff and student 
files on a nightly basis. Because the files and associated folder structure was duplicated 
on the external drive, it was simple to restore files when needed. 


Not only did | implement Second Copy at school, but | purchased a copy for my home 
computer along with an external drive. Thus, every night Second Copy does its job and 
copies files from my computer’s hard drive onto an external drive.

Knowing that | also need an ‘off-site’ backup copy of my files, | take advantage of cloud 
storage. My genealogy files are all stored locally on my hard drive but also synced to my 
Dropbox account. 


Since my Microsoft account includes a OneDrive account, | use OneDrive to store my 
music and pictures in the cloud. 


In addition to making sure my files are backed up on a daily basis, | also strive to backup 
my RootsMagic genealogy file. | only have one genealogy file so | just use RootsMagic’s 
built in feature to prompt for a backup when closing the program. Then | modify the file 
name to add a number representing the time of day after the date.

Killed in Action 


Do you know much about the Korean War? | have to admit that | don’t. Thus, when | 
learned that a second cousin twice removed was killed in action in Korea, | had to learn 
more. 


An Ancestry hint for John Frederick Christy took me to the article about his funeral 
service. 


The body of Fred Christy, 21-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. John Christy of Carmel who 
was killed in action in Korea on Oct. 14, will arrive home Wednesday and services will be 
held at the Carmel Friends church at 2 p.m. Saturday. 

Rev. Stacy Wesner, pastor, will officiate and members of the Carmel Post 155, American 
Legion, will assist in the service. The body will be entombed in the mausoleum at Crown 
Hill Cemetery, Indianapolis. 

Friends may calla t the Christy home in Carmel until noon, Saturday. Arrangements are 
by the Smith Funeral Home. 

Hamilton County’s 8th fatality in the Korean fighting, Christy was killed less than five 
months after he entered combat early last June with an infantry division. He received the 
combat infantryman’s badge for valor under fire shortly before his death. 

A graduate of Carmel high school and a member of the Friends church at Carmel, he 
entered military service on Oct. 4, 1951, and left for the Pacific Theater last May 26. 
Survivors in addition to the parents include two brothers, Russell and Dale Christy, both 
of Carmel.

Hoping to learn more about how John Frederick Christy’s death, | turned to my normal 
source — newspapers. | did find an article from when the parents were notified about his 
death. 


Fred Christy, Carmel Alumnus, Killed in Korea 


The Carmel community mourns with the John Christys the loss of their middle son, John 
Frederick Christy. Word came to Mr. and Mrs. Christy at the Halloween Festival last 
Friday night concerning the death of their son, and the festive mood was killed for all who 
heard the unwelcome news. 

Fred Christy started school in the first grade at Carmel shortly after his parents moved 
into the community. His older brother, Russell, started his fifth grade at Carmel and both 
boys were held in high esteem by faculty and students throughout their High School 
career. Dale Christy, the younger brother is at present a very popular Carmel High 
School senior. John Christy has given much to the community and the school. Besides 
the attendance and contributions of his boys in school, he has figured prominently in 
physical changes of the school with his electrical and plumbing “know how’ from the time 
the cafeteria was moved from the second floor of the school to the basement, to the 
present when he has been engaged in moving the cafeteria to the new annex. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Russell Christy have settled in Carmel since his service in the second world 
war when he served overseas in India in the Signal Corps. He ws drafted into service on 
June 10, 1943, and gave 35 months of his life to the army. Fred was drafted Oct 4, 1951 
and according to the point system, should have returned to Carmel in March or April of 
1953. 

Russell works at Stewart warner and Dale will graduate form Carmel High School next 
spring. The Christys are very much a part of Carmel, and many will remember that Fred 
was in the first Senior class to publish the Pinnacle, the first Senior Class to go to 
Washington, D.C. and the first Christy to be lost to the community.

Nine Hamilton County men were drafted into the Army Thursday.

They left Noblesville by bus early in the morning for Indianapolis. They were expected to 
leave that city, probably for Fort Custer, Mich., late that afternoon. 

On Wednesday 22 local men were in Indianapolis for physical examination. Results of 
these exams are not expected until later this month. 

November’s draft quota is expected to be about the same as those received this month. 
Yesterday Adjutant Gen. Robinson Hitchcock, director of Indiana Selective Service 
announced that only 628 Hoosiers would be drafted in December. This is about half the 
normal monthly quota. 

He said 60 per cent of the draftees would be summoned in the first week of the month, 20 
percent in the second week and the remaining in the third week. None will be drafted in 
the holiday period.

Since none of these articles provided information about which unit he served in, | turned 
to Google. Thankfully, Google came thru with some valuable information. On the 
American Battle Monuments Commission site, | found a ‘certificate’ that lists John 
Frederick Christy’s unit

Another page on the American Battle Monuments Commission lists the awards that John 
F. Christy received, including the Purple Heart. 


John F. Christy 


Having identified John Fred Christy’s unit as the 31st Infantry Regiment of the 7th 
Division, Google and Wikipedia came thru with information about where the regiment was 
fighting in October 1952. The regiment was part of Operation Showdown in the attack on 
Triangle Hill. 


The Wikipedia article likely describes the battle where John F. Christy was killed. 
Opening moves 


At 04:00 on 14 October 1952, following two days of preliminary air strikes, [25] the ROK- 
American bombardment intensified across the 30 km (19 mi) front held by the PVA 15th 
Corps. At 05:00, the 280 guns and howitzers of the IX Corps extended their firing range 
to allow for the ROK-American infantry to advance behind a rolling barrage. [33] The 
concentrated bombardment succeeded in clearing the foliage on Triangle Hill and Sniper 
Ridge, destroying most of the above-ground fortifications on the two positions. [33] The 
intense shelling also disrupted PVA communication lines, eliminating all wired and 
wireless communications in the area. [34] 


As the US and ROK forces approached the PVA defenses, they were met with grenades, 
Bangalore torpedoes, shaped charges, and rocks. [35] [36] Unable to safely advance, 
US/ROK troops were forced to rely on close-support artillery to subdue PVA resistance, 
[35] [36] but the network of bunkers and tunnels allowed the PVA to bring up 
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reinforcements as the above-ground troops were depleted. [36] [37] Although the 31st 
Infantry Regiment was equipped with ballistic vests in the first mass military deployment 
of modern personal armor; [12] its 1st and 3rd Battalions nevertheless suffered 96 
fatalities, with an additional 337 men wounded in the first attack — the heaviest casualties 
the 31st Infantry Regiment had suffered in a single day during the war. [12] [38]

I’m thankful that | looked for additional information about John Frederick Christy’s death! 
If | hadn’t done my simple Google search, | doubt | would have found out that he had 
been award the Purple Heart. 
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Influenza 
Wednesday, January 05, 2022 


As we have just “celebrated” another COVID new year, I’m fairly certain that we are all 
suffering from what the doctors at the University of Kansas Medical System have idenfied 
as CWS (pronounced COWS), or Covid Weariness Syndrome. As we march into January 
with more negative Covid news, have you wondered how the 1918 Influenza pandemic 
impacted your ancestors or distant cousins? 


Since my grandmother lost her 7 month old son, Kenny, in 1919, | often wondered 
whether he was a victim of influenza. Since Kenneth Briles was admitted into a Kansas 
City Hospital prior to his death, his death certificate is available online. And that death 
certificate eliminates influenza as a possible cause of Kenny’s death. Instead, it indicates 


that Kenny’s cause of death was pyelo-nephritis with Dyspepsia as an underlying cause. 


Google helped me figure out that Kenny had an infection in his kidneys which caused his 
death. The underlying cause of Dyspepsia may have been E coli. How Kenny ingested 
the bacteria will never be known.

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Since Kenny’s death was not from influenza, | forgot about the possibility that | had 
relatives die from influenza. That was until | encountered the obituary of Theodore Basil 
Christy. According to his obituary, Theodore died from pneumonia caused by influenza.

Burial of Basil Christy 
Took Place Thursday Morning at Hills Church 


The funeral of Basil Christy, a well-known farmer in the south west part of the county took 
place Thursday morning at Hill’s church and was very largely attended. 

Mr. Christy’s death followed an attack of pneumonia, the result of Influenza and was a 
shock to the entire neighborhood, he being a man highly respected in the community and 
wherever known. He is survived by a wife and children and also by several brothers and 
sisters. 

He was a member of the Baptist church his membership being at the Hill’s church.

This obituary was the first piece of information indicating that any of my cousins had died 
from influenza. However, | haven’t seriously looked thru my file to see if there are others. 
Even though | likely won’t deviate from my current research tasks, | wanted to figure out 
who | had in my file who died during the influenza epidemic that began in 1918. 
According to Wikipedia, there were four waves during this epidemic with the majority of 
deaths occurring in 1918 and 1919. To figure out who my potential victims of influenza 
might be, | created a group in my RootsMagic program. 


Thus, | clicked on the icon that looks like a paint palette in the upper right corner of the 
program to open the Command Palette. Scrolling down the list of commands, | located 
the one allowing me to add or modify groups..

Now, | enter the ‘argument’ | want the computer to use to search my genealogy file. If | 
want to include all 4 waves of the epidemic, | need to include dates for 1918, 1919 and 
the first half of 1920. Thus, | could use the following argument.

Some day when I’m either 
extremely ambitious or extremely curious, | can work my way thru this list to see if any of 
them actually succumbed to influenza. 
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Another Military Mystery 
Thursday, January 06, 2022 


Do the fragments of information about an ancestor or distant cousins military service 
frustrate you? | know that even though my dad shared some of his military experience 
with me, he got some of the dates confused. Since he served in the U.S. Navy toward the 
end of World War 2, | was fortunate to be able to get his military file from NARA. However 
many of the records for those who served in the Army and Air Force are more difficult to 
find. 


Even though | likely would not spend the time or money to seek out a military file for a 
second cousin, | do get frustrated when very little information exists about their military 
service. Thus, when | come across an obituary indicating that a cousin was at the Battle 
of the Bulge in Europe and then part of the transfer of power form the United States to the 
Philippines in the Pacific, I’m intrigued and trying to locate additional information. 


That’s the case with one of my Christy cousins: Oscar Morris Butcher.

Oscar Butcher 


Oscar Butcher, 89, Kirklin, a World War II veteran, farmer and patriot, fought his last 
battle on Saturday, Nov. 10, 2012. 


Oscar Morris Butcher was born Dec. 3, 1922, to Orla and Gertie (Christy) Butcher in 
Hamilton County. He died in his Pickard area home. 


He married Mary D. (Ploughe) Butcher on May 22, 1943 and she survives. 


Mr. Butcher started school in Kempton and graduated from Sugar Creek High School in 
1940. He attended Purdue University short-course agriculture classes on the GI Bill after 
returning from World War Il. Pfc. Butcher was awarded the Bronze Star in Europe for 
engagement in the Battle of the Bulge. Motor Sgt. Butcher drove the lead vehicle 
escorting High Commissioner McNutt in the parade recognizing the transfer of military 
control from the United States to the Filipino government in 1946. 


Oscar and Mary farmed in Sugar Creek Township for almost 70 years. 

He was a member of Hills Baptist Church, the Pickard Masonic Lodge, the Scottish Rite 
and the Shriners.

Do you have folders full of research notes you've taken over the years? If so, are they 
well organized to that you can easily find them again? | do have lots of folders full of 
scanned documents. However, | doubt that | could easily find information in some of 
those folders. 


When | scanned the documents in my filing cabinets, | named the scanned file with the 
filing code on the document. That code was based on a system recommended by Bill 
Dollarhide. With that system, my folders were divided by surname and state. Thus, | had 
Kansas, Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky and Virginia folders for my Crawford research. Within 
each folder, the documents were numbered. Thus a document in the Kansas folder would 
have a filing code of Crawford.KS.xxx where the xxx represent the number of the 
document. When the document was sourced in The Master Genealogist, | included the 
filing code with the source. 


When | transitioned from The Master Genealogist to RootsMagic, | was using more digital 
sources. In the process | found a need for better organization and better file names. Even 
though my recent research uses a better naming and organization scheme, | still have 
that older research with poor file names. 


A consultant recommended that | go back thru my older research since | could have 
information buried in those files to help me break thru my Crawford brick wall. Thus, I’m 
going to spend some time in 2022 going thru those poorly named files and renaming 
them. And on Fridays, I’m going to share some of my finds via ‘Friday Finds’ blog posts. 


Today’s “find” is a handwritten transcription of an obituary for James H. Crawford from the 
Journal-Democrat in Dodge City.

After 
proving up he came to the city and entered mercantile life till 1898 when he sold his 
business interests to P.M. Imel. Since that time he has lived with his daughter, Mrs. Robt. 
Hazelton on his farm south of the city 

Six children are left to mourn, John, Abraham, Clay and Clara live in Colorado. William is 
a resident of Arizona. Mrs. Hazelton is the only resident of the community. 

The funeral services were held form the Methodist Church this afternoon at 2 o’clock. It 
was Mr. Crawford last express wish that Dr. Vaughn should preach the funeral sermon, 
“just a plain ‘Uncle Jimmy’ Crawford funeral” was what he wished. Three children from 
Colorado arrived for the funeral: John, Clay and Clara. 


Since the state of Kansas is working on digitizing their newspaper collection, | now have 
access to digital copies of the Dodge City papers from this time period. Thus, | not only 
have my handwritten transcription but can also obtain an image of the obituary.

Can you imagine spending the winter in the snow in Belgium during the winter of 1944- 
1945? Then can you imagine that when the war ended in Europe, you weren’t going 
home, but going to the Pacific theater instead? 


Well, that was the case for many — but not all of the soldiers who survived the Battle of 
the Bulge. The Army established a point system to determine who got to go home versus 
who was sent to the Pacific. This process was discussed in an article in The Birmingham 
News.

Army Bans Overseas Shipment for Enlisted Men with 75 Points 

Washington, Aug. 22 (AP) The Army is banning overseas shipment of enlisted men with 
75 or more discharge points. At the same time, it was learned that the War Department 
soon will direct all branches of the Army to cut below 37 the age limit for overseas duty. 
At present, the ground forces are screening out of divisions slated for Japanese 
occupation duties all men 37 or older. The ground forces embrace all troops, including 
the infantry, except those in the service of supply or air forces. 

The later two now are weeding out of redeployment units all men 38 or older. 

Just how far the age limit may be reduced has not been determined. One problem is that 
men in the service forces, chiefly supply troops, are older on the average than those in 
the ground and air forces. 

Enlisted men now can get out of the Army upon request if they are 38 or have a point 
discharge score of 85, based on a rating system that grants credit for combat, service 
and dependency. 

The announcement that men with 75 or more points are not being sent overseas 
indicates that the discharge score may be reduced to that figure. However, this may be 
done in two separate cuts, because the Army says the score must be geared to available 


shipping. 
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The department said the 95th and 85th Divisions, the first two redeployed from Europe 
for service in the Pacific, were screened to eliminate all men with 75 or more points. The 
37-year age limit also was used in screening the 95th, but not the 86th, the department 
reported, because there was not sufficient time to make the necessary personnel 
changes after the discharge age was lowered from 40 to 38. The age limit in the 86th was 
38. 

Some men in both the 95th and 8th Divisions have protested against being sent to Japan 
after having served in Europe. The 95th is now at Camp Shelby, Miss., and the 86th is on 
the West Coast awaiting shipment to Japan. 


The Wikipedia article on the Demobilization of United States armed forces after WWII 
explains how the points were accumulated. 


Soldiers were given one point for each month of military service and one additional point 
was given for each month of overseas service. Each battle star or decoration earned a 
soldier 5 points. Soldiers were awarded 12 points per dependent child up to a maximum 
of three children. A total of 85 points was needed for eligibility. Soldiers who had earned 
that number of points were to be demobilized as soon as transport back to the United 
States was available.

Well, 
I’m celebrating today! As I’m researching cousins, I’ve finally found an obituary that 
provides quite a few details about the military career of my second cousin twice removed, 
Everett Wayne Stoops. 


Obituaries 
Wayne Stoops 


Feb. 19, 1919 — July 7, 2006 

Retired Chief Master Sgt. Everett Wayne Stoops, U.S. Air Force, of Albany died Friday, 
July 7, after a valiant fight against complications of heart and lung disease. He was 87. 
Born in Hamilton County, Ind., to Ernest and Edith (Christy) Stoops, he was one of eight 
children. 

Graduating from high school at 16, he worked in the family grocery store. Enlisting in the 
Army Air Corps in 1940, he attended aircraft maintenance schools and participated in 
submarine patrol missions until crashing in a B-26 aircraft on Dec. 18, 1941. He served 
34 months in Australia, New Guinea, Dutch Ne Guinea and Owi Island, maintaining and, 
in some cases, rebuilding planes before returning to the United States. He then married 
Wilma Ridenour of Indiana, whom he had met on a blind date before he went overseas 
and ask to marry him on their third date. He left the service in 1945 as a master sergeant, 
but after three years re-enlisted in the U.S. Air Force, where he remained for 30 years of 
active service. 

He was stationed all over the world from England to Labrador, Canada, to Vietnam and 
the Philippines, and traveled to Scotland, Bermuda, Guam, Thailand, Japan, Hong Kong, 
Greenland and points in between. As often as possible, his family and their dogs 
accompanied him. 

He was one of the first men to attain the rank of chief master sergeant, the highest a non- 
commissioned office can hold. Upon retirement, the family moved to Albany, where 
Wayne worked as parts manager for Dorsey Bus Company and then for J and J Electric 
until his final retirement in 1984. He continued to work part time until 1998. 

He enjoyed camping neighborhood and family get-togethers, and taking his friends flying. 
He was a voracious reader, enjoying mysteries, westerns, war novels, nonfiction and the 
occasional Danielle Steel. An avid dog lover, he also discovered the joy of being owned 
by cats during the last 30 years of his life. 

He was preceded in death by his parents, stepmother Lydia and siblings. Survivors 
include Wilma, his wife of 61 years; his daughter, Elizabeth “Libby” Stoops, her husband, 
Vernon Smith, and Grandson Connor Stoops-Smith; niece Nancy Gressler of Springfield; 
several nieces and nephews east of the Rockies; and many many friends. 

Wayne will be remembered as a quiet man who valued his family and friends, loved 
animals, and was always available to lend a hand. He is missed. 

A celebration of life will be at 2 p.m. Saturday, Aug. 5, at the American Legion, 1215 
Pacific Blvd. S.E. Albany.

Have you ever struggled to figure out parent-child relationships when multiple marriages 
are involved? If so, do you turn to an obituary of a parent to help figure out the children? 


While researching the descendants of my third great grandfather, Sameul Christy, I’ve 
encountered the family of Ernest Evert Stoops. Ernest was first married to Edith Ethel 
Christy and later married to Edith’s sister, Lydia Alice Christy. Prior to Lydia’s marriage to 
Ernest Stoops, Lydia was married to Basel Henderson. These multiple marriages can 
make it difficult to figure out who the mother of the children is. 


So far, | haven’t located an obituary for Edith Christy Stoops who died in 1929. | have 
located an obituary for her sister, Lydia, who was also married to Ernest Stopps

With the addition of this third obituary, additional sources are needed to verify the family 
relationships. For this family the 1930 census record is very helpful. 


In the 1930 census for Clinton County, Indiana, the household of Ernest Stoops has a 
Lydia Henderson listed. Lydia is identified as Ernest Stoops sister-in-law. Also listed in 
the household is Gladys Henderson. Gladys is listed as a niece of Ernest Stoops.

This census record provides a lot of clues to the family structure. Based on all of the 
above records, i have concluded that Ernest and Edith (Christy) Stoops are the parents of 
Sylvester Eugene, Juanita, Lois Evelyn, Everett Wayne, Charles Irvin, Olas Harold and 
lola Jean. After the death of his first wife, Ernest married his sister-in-law and merged her 
family with his own. Thus, his obituary listed Gladys as a surviving daughter even though 
the census record identifies Gladys as Gladys Henderson, niece of Ernest Stoops. 


While | don’t do extensive ‘digging’ when researching the descendants of my 3rd great 
grandfathers, | realize that | need to locate as many sources as | can. Sometimes an 
abundance of sources is needed to figure out a family structure.

Even though the name that was indexed does not match, the details regarding birth and 
residence fit a Christy cousin, Otto Muratt Rector. If this record is for Otto M. Rector, then 
one might assume that Otto enlisted in the military in December 1945 when in reality it 
was likely a re-enlistment. The first clue that this might be for a re-enlistment instead of 
an enlistment is the Source information. 


National Guard in Federal Service, within 3 months of Discharge 
A careful analysis of the census records for Otto Rector also supports his being in the 


military prior to 1945. The 1920 census for Bexar county Texas shows an Otto M Rector 
in the list of those residing at Kelly Field.

In 1930, an Otto M Rector and wife Mary are shown on the census in Pearl City village in 
Hawaii. This census lists Otto’s occupation as ‘Soldier U.S. Army.’ 


In 1940, there is an Otto M Rector listed on the census in Santa Clara county, California. 
The occupation shown for this Otto M. Rector was Master Sergeant U.S. Army. 


Various news articles from Indiana where his extended family lived help to fill in the 
blanks about where he was stationed during his military career. A check of newspapers 
near the bases where he was stationed turned up some interesting details. One of those 
articles places him at Hickman Field in Hawaii in 1940. 


Fourth Reconnaissance squadron, Hickam Field 

The Fourth Reconnaissance squadron of the Fifth Bombardment Group Hickam Field, 
formerly stationed at Luke Field, was organized at Kelly Field, Texas, in 1917. It came to 
Hawaii in 1919, and was known as the Fourth Observation Squadron until March, 1938, 
when its name was changed to the Fourth Reconnaisance Squadron. As a part of the 
Eighteenth Wing, it has a dual purpose: to act as a long range reconnaissane when 
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necessary, and as a bombardment squadron at other times, performing either duty 
equally well.

week ago when my genealogy calendar and my family calendar developed a conflict.

of the Italy of American. 

Yesterday morning three hundred and fifty excursionists or land buyers went out on the 
Santa Fe road, ticketed to Kinsley, Kansas, with the privilege of stopping at any point this 
side of there. Of this number Gen. M. Solomon the agent of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe, road at Chicago, had general supervision of two hundred and twenty-five, he 
being assisted by Dr. Williams, and L. H. Wilson, of lowa, and local agents of Michigan 
and Wisconsin. This party came in on the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific road. 

Mr. Peter Hitty, of Fort Wayne, Indiana, assisted by H. Kahlo, of Toledo Ohio, was in 
charge of a party of one hundred and twenty-five, which came by Hannibal & St. Joseph 
road. 

The Santa Fe train which took them out consisted of seven passenger coaches, in 
charge of conductor Lew Head. 

The very great majority of this body of excursionists were well-to-do intelligent looking 
men — just such as will make desirable citizens for Kansas. There were one hundred 
and ninety-two pieces of luggage accompanying them.

That’s how my genealogy research feels 
this past week / month. 


You might ask how genealogy research can be monotonous. In my case, I’ve been 
verifying the leaf hints for the descendants of my third great grandfather, Samuel Christy 
(1819-1904). This is one of my goals for 2022 and | can honestly say, | completed the 
task down 4 generations. However, adding documentation for birth, marriage, death and 
census records family after family does get monotonous. My post on Wednesday will 
share the results on all of this work. 


Even though | have to document descendants for four more 3rd great grandfathers yet to 
go, | likely will take a break and work on updating the narrative reports for these 3rd great 
grandfathers. Even though this task can create its own monotony, it often leads me to 
transcribing records, digging in my files to see what else might be there and locating 
records I’ve yet to use. 


So, why do | have these monotonous tasks as my primary 2022 goals? 


* Over the years, I’ve found that researching children and grandchildren or even 
suspected siblings has helped me find records to help identify that next generation 
back. 

¢ Updating the narrative reports helps me identify ‘holes’ in my research. This leads to 
searching for more records to document this ancestor’s life. 

e My descendancy research helps me figure out my DNA matches. Thanks to a post 
by Chris Ferraiolo’s on the WikiTree Members Group on Facebook along with the 
comment by Randy Seaver, | was able to use Chris Ferraiolo’s magic spreadsheet to 
get my ‘Common Ancestor’ DNA matches into a spreadsheet — and there are over 
1500 of them.

According to several genealogies, his wife was Rebecca McPheeters. | believe their 
children are Martha McPheeters, Alexander Crawford, Mary Crawford, Elizabeth 
Galloway, Sarah Crawford and Rebecca Crawford. As a Presbyterian pastor, Rev. James 
Crawford of Fayette County, KY could possibly be the Rev. James Crawford mentioned 
in Garrard County histories. 


According to Find a Grave records, the James Crawford who died in Jefferson County, 
Indiana served in the revolutionary war. However, the DAR has closed this line until 
someone can provide additional proof of his service. When | first started researching him, 
a request for his military file produced documents referring to both him and to another 
James Crawford. 


This James Crawford was also born about 1758 in Virginia and died in 1836 — in Fleming 
County, Kentucky. In 1786, he married Sarah Vansant in Botetourt County, Virginia. | 
believe his children include Jane Hamlett, Mary Keeney, Alexander Crawford, Ann 
Barton, Sarah Cochran, John Crawford, Henry Crawford, Margery Kenny, Josiah 
Crawford, Samuel Crawford and Joshua Crawford. 


So far, yDNA hasn’t broken down my brick wall. However, it does support what | and 
others have believed for a long time: the James Crawfords with Garrard County Kentucky 
ties are all related — somehow.

My genealogy journey started around 1977 or 1978. | had driven across Kansas to spend 
some time with my grandmother in Dodge City. While there, we began talking family 
history. That’s when she asked me to help her find the burial location of her grandmother, 
Julia. 


My grandmother’s mother had died when my grandmother was a young child. Due to the 
death of her mother, she didn’t know much about her grandparents. Thus, the question. 


Shortly after this request from my grandmother, | was at my mother-in-law’s house in 
Phillipsburg. Since my mother-in-law was actively researching her family, | started asking 
questions. Thanks to my mother-in-law, | learned how to complete a pedigree chart and a 
family group sheet. She suggested that | read Hall Greenwood’s book, The Researcher's 
Guide to American Genealogy. 


From that point onward, my trips to Dodge City always incorporated learning more about 
my family history. During one trip, my grandmother took me to the Kansas Heritage 
center where | re-learned how to use microfilm and searched the Dodge City papers for 
marriage announcements and obituaries. 


It was my grandmother who knew who the researchers were in the family. She helped me 
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connect with my great aunt Gladys who had compiled information on the Crawford side of 
my tree. Another letter went to my great aunt Esther who had the Crawford family Bible. 
Grandma also connected me with a Currey cousin who had been compiling information 
on that line. 


During those early years, my grandmother and | traveled to the Kansas City area in 
search for answers about her grandparents. During that trip, my grandmother took me to 
her mother’s grave in Olathe. We also visited some cousins in the Liberty, Missouri area 
and visited a cousins grave. While driving thru North Kansas City, my grandmother talked 
about how she and her sister, Mary, had left the children’s home to go to work in North 
Kansas City. 


In those early days, my mother-in-law also introduced me to Everton’s Genealogical 
Helper. When each issue arrived, | would pour thru the ads looking for any possible 
connection to my family. At times, | even placed my own ads. That’s when | learned to 
use SASE (self-addressed stamped envelopes). 


My early ‘research trips’ were to the Kansas State Historical Society in Topeka. Since my 
ancestors all settled in Kansas prior to 1890, | was able to access census and newspaper 
records in their holdings. They also have a collection of county histories from around the 
country that helped me research my tree prior to their coming to Kansas. 


Occasionally, | would make a trip to the Mid-Continent genealogy library in 
Independence, Missouri where | could access census records for states besides Kansas. 
| also became fairly proficient in writing letters to request records — and then waiting on 
those SASE to appear in my mailbox. 


| don’t remember how | got connected with Ruth Keys Clark, but | participated in two bus 
trips to Salt Lake City that she sponsored. Those trips were my introduction to using the 
vast microfilm holdings of the LDS library. 


Thanks to all of that early research, | collected a lot of handwritten notes and photocopies 
along with letters from other researchers. 


Research today is nothing like those early days. However, | still use those skills | learned 
along the way. As my retirement days are filled with time spent researching, | am forever 
grateful to my grandmother for that original inquiry. (And, no, the gravesite has not been 
located but is likely located somewhere in Doniphan County, Kansas.)

So, | now have two families living in Warren county, Indiana that | can’t connect to my 
existing research. A search of the 1860 census records for the Crawford surname in 
Warren County, Indiana did not help figure out this mystery. With the exception of one 
family, the John H Crawford family, | can identify all of the other Crawfords as members 
of the James Crawford or the Nelson Crawford family. Digging around on FamilySearch, | 
found a John H Crawford (KLRJ-B8B) that seems to match the census record. 
Unfortunately, this FS record does not have parents for John H Crawford. However, there 
is another John Harvey Crawford (KZ2K-NW1) with a wife named Mary J that is identified 
as the son of John Douglas Crawford. And, John Douglas Crawford is the son of James 
and Martha Knight Crawford. Thus, it is possible that the John H Crawford listed in the 
1860 census is the grandson of James Crawford and thus tied to my research. 


Since the 1860 census didn’t reveal more about the Richard Crawford and Susan 
Crawford families, | turned to the 1840 census. And | can identify all of the Crawford 
families except one, Robert Crawford. 
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Since Robert Crawford had a son named Jacob and Susan had a son named Lemuel, | 
tried to locate the families on FamilySearch and in public trees on Ancestry. And so far, | 
haven’t been able to find any tree that matches the families shown in the 1850 census 
records. 


Another thing | learned from this review of the 1850 Warren County, Indiana census 
records: there were TWO Washington Crawfords born about 1838. One is listed in the 
household of Susan Crawford and the other is my ancestor, Washington Marion Crawford 
who is listed as Marion Crawford in the household of Nelson Crawford. This likely 
explains why my ancestor used his middle name, Marion, on many records. Thankfully, | 
have quite a few records linking my ancestor to Nelson and Martha Crawford. 


Now, | have two Crawford families that may be related to one of the identified lines, but | 
haven't been able to locate other researchers of these families. Can you help? Have you 
seen these families in your research?

Thus, | elected to only do this with those 
matches with an identified common ancestor.

Do you find the early tax lists a useful source in your genealogy research? Even though | 
included tax lists in my research arsenal, | have to admit that at first they were pretty 
useless. However, now, looking back at the early research, they are useful in helping 
document residency. 


So what changed? Did | all of a sudden become a better researcher? Not likely. Instead, | 
learned more about the families and can now figure out the who’s who for some of those 
tax lists. 


In 1827, the following Crawford names are found on the tax list for Gasper township in 
Preble County, Ohio.

So does the Sr/Jr designation indicate father/son? Is it James Jr who moved away 
leaving James Sr behind? The answer to both questions is No. Again, the only reason | 
can now answer those questions is because | have researched these families. | still don’t 
know which James is James Sr and which is James Jr, but the two James Crawfords are 
my ancestor, James Crawford (1772-1854) who stayed in Preble county and James 
Crawford (1770-1833) who moved to Warren County, Indiana. Because the James who 
moved to Indiana is the older of the two men, | assume he is James Sr in the tax lists. 


James (1770-1833), his sons John D. and William A. along with my ancestor, Nelson 
Crawford, all have land entries indicating that they purchased land in Warren County, 
Indiana. Even though they each have multiple entries, they all have an 1830 entry.

While these tax lists aren’t very helpful on their own, they do show that several Gasper 


township Crawfords left while one stayed behind. 


Because tax lists were created annually, they have proven helpful in filling gaps in census 
records. Thus, | will continue to utilize tax lists even though | Know from experience that | 
need other sources to help figure out what the tax list is revealing.

Have you heard of Thomas MacEntee’s Genealogy Do-Over? Did you do a do-over? If 
you are like me, the thought of starting over from scratch and ignoring all of my existing 
research was overwhelming. However, his page, Are You Ready for a Genealogy Do- 
Over?, explains the why one would attempt such a move. 


| learned about this ‘do-over’ project about the time | retired. Knowing that there were 
issues in my genealogy database, | participated in the do-over but started a go-over 
instead of throwing everything out. | have to admit that | learned a lot in that first year 
about genealogy standards that had changed significantly during the time | wasn’t 
actively researching my ancestors. 


Essentially my 2022 goals are a continuation of that do-over process. One set of goals is 
to finish going thru and updating the research | have on the descendants of my 3rd great 
grandfathers. Another set of goals is to update narrative reports for my 3rd great 
grandparents. 


So, why do | consider these narrative reports part of my ‘go-over’ process? During the 
process of creating these reports to publish, | am 


* Checking the data entered for each fact for accuracy 
¢ Checking the sentence structure for each fact 
¢ Checking the sources for each fact and updating them to current standards when 
necessary 
¢ Transcribing documents and entering the transcription in the ‘research note’ field for 
the citation. 
¢ Identify holes in my research and attempt to locate records to fill those holes. 
For example, the automatic sentence generation failed for a land entry fact for Nelson G. 
Crawford. 


When | look at the source citation for this land entry fact or for Nelson Crawford’s 
marriage, | find quite a few sources that were created in my early days of doing research 
that are definitely NOT up to today’s standards. They don’t even provide enough 
information for me to go back and locate the source.

The first step of this “project” is to pick a day and an ancestor. 


¢ My grandparents: Leon and Winnie Crawford 

¢ Dec. 7, 1941 
Leon and Winnie Crawford and their two sons, Eugene and Leon were living at 512 
Avenue G in Dodge City, Kansas. Also living in the household was Winnie’s 74 year old 
father, Hiram Currey. 


Leon was employed by the Atchison Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad as a yard switchman. 
According to the 1940 census, Leon earned an annual income of $2717. 


In December 1941, Leon would have been 47 and Winnie 36. Eugene would turn 14 on 
December 8, 1941. Their son, Leon would have been 2 years old. 


Leon’s parents, Judson and Josie Crawford, were living down the block from them at 502 
Avenue G. Judson and Josie also owned their own home. Judson also worked for the 
railroad. Other households on the block included Malisa Hanna, Marvin Hawins, Jay 
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Bean, Jerome Card, and John Campbell. Like Leon, his father, Judson, and John 
Campbell both worked for the railroad. Jerome Card was a truck driver, Marvin Hawkins 
was a taxi driver and Jay Bean worked in a grocery store. Malisa Hanna’s daughter, 
Laura was employed in a WPA sewing room as a seamstress. 


According to Google maps, the houses at 504 Avenue G and 510 Avenue G would have 
been just north of Military avenue on Avenue G. Avenue G is highlighted with green on 
the map below. The yellow highlighting on the right side of the street indicates where the 
Crawford homes were. Just to the south across the railroad tracks was the R. R. Round 
house (pink square with 5 in center). Thus, their homes would have been within walking 
distance of their work. 


The family attended the First M. E. church located at first and Vine. This location is 
marked in orange on the above map. 


Since December 7, 1941 was a Sunday, the family may have just finished their Sunday 
dinner when the radio began broadcasting news from Hawaii. 


Unfortunately, the Dodge City newspapers have not been digitized yet. Thus, I’m not sure 
when the local newspaper covered the bombing of Pearl Harbor. Across the state, my 
mother’s family would have received a special edition of the Emporia Gazette covering 
the attack.

Do you remember using a card catalog in a library? I’m going to reveal my age here, but | 
not only have used the card catalog in many different libraries but | also helped create 
and file cards for my local school library. Believe me, it was a CELEBRATION when the 
card catalog was replaced with an online catalog. 


Most of us are familiar with Google, Google Books and Archive.org, but have you ever 
used WorldCat to track down a source. WorldCat is that online library catalog for much of 
the world. Since many books are yet to be digitized, it is sometimes necessary to use a 
library catalog to locate a book. WorldCat simplifies this process since it is a catalog for 
most of the major libraries with a genealogy collection. 


As |’m going thru the citations for my third great grandfather, Nelson Crawford, | found 
one to the 1877 Atlas of Warren County, Indiana. Since | wasn’t always consistent when | 
wrote the information required for a citation on a photocopy, | can use WorldCat to check 
my source information and obtain any missing elements (like place published). 


A search of WorldCat for my title produces 182 results. Since | know the copyright date is 
1877, | can narrow those results. Along the left side of the screen, there are options to 
‘refine’ my search. One of those options allows me to select the year of publication: 1877. 


& Refine Your Search 


Selecting 1877 narrows the results down to 3 — two maps and 1 book. It is likely that 
these 3 entries all refer to the same source, but have slightly different cataloging which 
creates the three different results. When | click on the title, | can open a screen giving the 
information needed for a citation along with a list of the libraries where the source can be 
found.

Is it OK to sell a parcel of land before one has completed all of the processes of acquiring 
that parcel of land? One would think the answer to that question is NO. However, that is 
apparently what Nelson G. Crawford and his wife Martha did. 


In 1836, they sold a parcel of land to Henry Hall for $102.50. According to the deed, this 
parcel of land is described as 


South East fourth of the North East Fourth of Section no. thirty five in Township No. 
Twenty Two North of Range No. Nine West, in the county of Warren Indiana 


As described in my earlier “ Nelson Crawford Land Entries” post, Nelson Crawford 
deposited in the federal land office a certificate for 


South East quarter of North East quarter of Section Thirty five, in township Twenty two 
North of range Nine West in the district of lands subject to sale at Crawfordsville Indiana 
containing forty acres 


Even though it seems highly irregular to complete the purchase of land AFTER selling the 
same parcel of land. However, the documents indicate that this is what happened. 


Below is a transcription of the 1836 deed from Warren County, Indiana.

fourth of the North East Fourth of Section no. thirty five in Township No. Twenty Two 
North of Range No. Nine West, in the county of warren Indiana. To have and to hold the 
above described premises hereby sold and conveyed unto the said Henry Hall his heirs 
and assigns forever, together with all and singular the appurtenances thereunto 
belonging, or in any wise appertaining, to his own proper use and behoof. And the said 
party of the first part, for themselves their heirs, executors and administrators, do 
covenant, grant and agree to and with the said party of the second part, his heirs and 
assigns, that the said party of the first part are the true and lawful owners of the said 
premises, and have good right, full power and lawful authority, to sell and convey the 
same in manner & form aforesaid And further, that they the said party of the first part, for 
themselves their heirs, executors and administrators will warrant and forever defend the 
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aforesaid tract of Land, with the appurtenances, and every part thereof, to the said party 
of the second part, his heirs and assigns, forever, against the legal claim or claims of all 
and every person or persons whomsoever. In testimony whereof, the said Nelson G. 
Crawford and Martha Crawford his wife have hereunto set their hands and seals the day 
and year first above written.

Were your ancestors land rich or land poor? Prior to the civil war, it appears that my 
CRAWFORD ancestors were land rich. There are quite a few deeds in Warren County, 
Indiana where Nelson Crawford buys or sells land. Below is a transcription of one those 
deeds.

Dr. Eugene David Crawford 


Dr. Eugene David Crawford died at his home Thursday morning, Sept. 14, 2006, Eugene was 
bom on 8 Dec 1927 at Dodge City, Ford Co., Kansas, the son of Leon Russel Crawford and 


Thus, I’m going to re-share this obituary that was first posted in September 2006 on my 
Yahoo 360 site. 


Eugene David Crawford was born on 8 Dec 1927 at Dodge City, Ford Co., Kansas, son 
of Leon Russel Crawford and Winnie Letha Currey Crawford. 


At the age of 17, he enlisted in the U.S. Naval Reserves serving at the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Center. While in the reserves, Eugene completed his high school education, 
graduating from Dodge City Senior High School in May 1945. He served aboard the 
U.S.S. Oneida (APA-221) as seaman 1 st class in the Pacific Ocean around Guam and 
Samar during the summer of 1946. He received an honorable discharge from U.S. Navy 
as Seaman First Class V-6 USNR. 


After returning from his military service, he attended Dodge City Community Junior 
College and then Kansas State Teachers College at Emporia Kansas where he received 
a Bachelor of Science degree in physical science education in 1950. He continued 
pursuing his education at Kansas State Teachers college receiving a Master of Science 
Degree in 1951. During his college years he became a life member of the Omicron 
Chapter, Phi Delta Kappa and of Sigma Pi Sigma, a national physics honor society. 
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While a student at Kansas State Teachers College, Eugene met his future wife, Roberta 
Briles. Eugene’s science aptitude and building skills were put to use by Roberta’s sorority 
in the building of their homecoming decorations and floats. Roberta and Eugene were 
married on June 9, 1951 in Emporia, Kansas. Many wedding guests told tales of having 
to find high-dry roads leading into Emporia due to the flooding of the Cottonwood and 
Neosho Rivers at that time. 


After their marriage, Roberta and Eugene settled at Glasco, Kansas where Eugene 
taught science in the high school. The family moved to Emporia and Kansas City before 
settling in Dodge City in 1954 where Eugene joined the faculty of Dodge City Community 
College to teach physics. Desiring to continue his education, Eugene returned to college 
at the University of Nebraska, Lincoln, Nebraska to pursue a doctorate’s degree in 1965. 
At the completion of his coursework Eugene accepted a teaching position at Kansas 
State Teachers College in Emporia, Kansas where he was a member of the physical 
science department until his retirement in 1992. Eugene received his Doctorate of 
Education Degree in August 1971 from the University of Nebraska. 


After retirement, Eugene and Roberta became “full-timers” in their motorhome as they 
traveled around the country. During the winter months, their home was in Hondo, Texas. 
However, spring, summer and fall could find them anywhere in the continental U.S. with 
many trips back to Kansas. During their motorhome days, Eugene and Roberta were 
active members of the Southwinders Association. Retiring from their nomadic life, the 
couple returned to Emporia, living just a few blocks from their original home.

It was at this time the team assumed its current name. Not only did Lamar Hunt found the 
team, but he was the force behind the formation of the American Football League in 
1960. 
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Between 1960 and 1969, the Chiefs won three American Football League championships 
in 1962, 1966 and 1969. In 1970, the Chiefs were the second AFL team to win what was 
then called the AFL-NFL World Championship Game by defeating the Minnesota Vikings. 
According to Wikipedia, it was Lamar Hunt, owner of the Chiefs, who coined the name, 
Super Bowl. 


In a July 25, 1966, letter to NFL commissioner Pete Rozelle, Hunt wrote, “I have kiddingly 
called it the ‘Super Bowl,’ which obviously can be improved upon.”

The team is still owned by the Hunt family, with Lamar’s son, Clark Hunt serving as 
chairman and CEO. 


Under head coach Andy Reid and quarterback, Patrick Mahomes, the Chiefs won Super 
Bowl LIV by defeating the San Francisco 49ers 31-20. During that season, the Chiefs 
finished 1st in the AFC West with a record of 12-4. They defeated the Texans 51-31 to 
win the divisional playoffs. They won the AFC Championship by defeating the Titans 35- 
24. 


During the 2020 season the Chiefs finished the regular season with a 14-2 record. They 
beat the Browns and the Bills to advance to Super Bowl LV which they lost to the 
Buccaneers. 


This season ended in disappointment with a loss to the Cincinnati Bengals. Even though 
the shirts and flags are put away until next year, the Chiefs fans picked up on a Buffalo 
Bills tradition to donate to an opponent's charity. Donating $13 to mark the 13 seconds it 
took for the Chiefs to tie the game against the Bills, Chiefs fans donated over $300,000 to 
the Oishei Children’s Hospital in Buffalo.

Sarah passed away. Alexander then married Elizabeth Ellsworth. 

¢ William Taylor Thompson and Polly Ann Evans were married in 1842. They were 
married 46 years when Polly passed away in 1896. William died in 1898. 

¢ John Lewis Ricketts and Orilda Reed were married in 1846. They were married 42 
years when John passed away in 1888. Orilda died in 1900. 

¢ Samuel Christy and Lyda Gallimore were married in 1842. They were married 22 
years when Lyda passed away. Samuel then married Mariah Burk and Mary Susan 
Amos. 

¢ Phillip Andrew Mentzer and Orinda Miles were married in 1816. They were married 
29 years when Phillip passed away.

Have you used county histories in your genealogy research? When | first started 
researching my tree, those county histories were a goldmine. Since my ancestors often 
moved into a county in the early days, | would check to see if they were named as an 
early settler. Sometimes the information on the early churches would provide a clue to my 
families. And the true gold was the biographies. 


While these biographies may have been exaggerated, I’ve found most of them to provide 
information that I’ve been able to validate thru other sources. As I’ve been reviewing the 
data I’ve collected for Nelson G. Crawford, | re-read his entry in the 1877 Atlas of Warren 
County Indiana and realized there are a couple of important details about Nelson’s 
estate. 


Nelson G. Crawford, deceased, of Washington 

Township, was born in Preble County, Ohio, October 17, 1808; 
settled in Warren County, Indiana, in 1829, and commenced the 
business of Farming. On September 3, 1833, Mr. Crawford and 
Miss Martha Smith were joined in marriage, the fruits of which 
union were the following named children: James H., William C., 
Washington M., Mary E., Sarah A. and Corlia C. Crawford. 

Mr. Crawford located and improved a farm in Section 8, com- 
mencing in 1832, and lived upon the same until his death, which 
occured March 21, 1864. He held positions of trust in his town- 
ship; was a thorough business man, never having trouble of any 
kind with his neighbors. He gave each child one thousand dollars 
at their marriage and accumulated enough to own, at his death, 750 
acres of land. He enjoyed the respect and confidence of his neigh- 
bors and died regretted by all who knew him. A view of he home- 
stead will be seen in the Atlas.

When | first read this biography, | concentrated on the dates and the relationships. Even 
those are important details, | overlooked another set of important details. Those details 
are a clue to Nelson Crawford’s estate. 


He gave each child one thousand dollars at their marriage and accumulated enough to 
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own, at his death, 750 acres of land. 


That $1000 in 1860 money would be about $33,000 today. Nelson’s giving his six 
children $6,000 in his day would be over $175,000 in todays money. 


In addition to the cash, Nelson owned 750 acres of land. That’s over 1 square mile of 
land.

So far, I’ve only found 320 acres of Warren County land in Nelson’s possession at his 
death. However, there are still Warren County deeds that | need to try and obtain. 
Hopefully, those deeds will account for the rest of the 750 acres. Otherwise, the search 
will need to broaden outside of Warren County, Indiana. 


Thus, I’m thankful for this short biography and the clue that | need to look for more land 
purchases! 
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Place Abbreviations 
Thursday, February 17, 2022 


Do you use standardized place names in your genealogy files? If so, do you ever get 
tired of narrative reports repeating the name of the country over and over? Because my 
ancestral line is so deeply rooted in the United States, | can only speak from a U.S. 
perspective. In my experience, the only time I’ve added the words ‘United States’ to and 
address is within my genealogy program. Thus, | get tired of the repetitive use of the full 
standardized name in narrative reports. 


For example, the majority of my life has been spent in Seneca, Kansas. Thus, entries for 
events in my life during my time in Seneca would utilize the standardized place name of 
‘Seneca, Nemaha, Kansas, United States.’ That’s a huge ‘mouthful’ to appear repeatedly 
in a narrative report when most people would recognize that ‘Seneca, Kansas’ is the 
same place as ‘Seneca, Nemaha, Kansas, United States’. 


Another issue | have with standardized place names is that the standardization drops the 
word ‘county’. For example, if | was wanting to cite a tax record for myself, the 
standardized place for that record would be ‘Nemaha, Kansas, United States.’ In this 
example, | would prefer to just say ‘Nemaha County, Kansas’. 


| would also prefer to use the word ‘county’ when the name of the city and the name of 
the county are the same. For example, the standardized place name for the city of Los 
Angeles is ‘Los Angeles, Los Angeles, California, United States. | would prefer to use 
‘Los Angeles, Los Angeles County, California’ so that | know for certain that the place is 
the city and not the county. 


Well, | recently discovered that | can incorporate my desired method of naming places 
while still using standardized place names in my RootsMagic software. This is possible 
thru the use of a Place Abbreviation. Since most of my current research involves Warren 
County, Indiana, that is where I’ve started working with this abbreviation field. 


Because I’ve never used the ‘Abbrev’ field before, my places don’t have data in that field. 
Starting with the places I’m currently researching, I’m slowly adding abbreviations. For 
example: 


¢ Pike Township, Warren, Indiana, United States will be abbreviated Pike Township, 
Warren County, Indiana 
¢ West Lebanon, Warren, Indiana, United States will be abbreviated West Lebanon, 
Indiana 
¢ Warren, Indiana, United States will be abbreviated Warren County, Indiana 
Once | have the abbreviation entered for a place, | can then modify the sentence 
structure to use the abbreviation instead of the standardized name. For example, my land 
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entry fact uses the following sentence template.

Oh, what fun it would be to think that my participation — even pretend participation — 
would help tell the story of James Crawford. Or, tell the story of all three of the men 
named James Crawford who resided in the area of Garrard county, Kentucky prior to 
1800. 


Our first visit would be to the area of Garrard County, Kentucky to view the land. | would 
want to visit the parcel of land that Richard Cave sold to Mary Crawford on Sugar Creek. 
Then, | would visit the parcel of land that Rebekah Crawford bought from George 
Douglas. As | learn about the lay of the land, | would try and figure out whether these two 
Crawford women attended the same meeting house. 


As land owners, these women are listed on tax lists. They are identified as widows. Who 
are their children? Are these widows sisters-in-law? Are their children cousins? How did 
these women have the funds to purchase land? What happened to their husbands? Did 
their husbands die while migrating to Kentucky? Or were their husbands killed while 
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serving in the militia? 


Then | would venture to the East side of Garrard county — to the area of Kennedy station. 
It is in this area that James Crawford owned land on Paint Lick Creek. While looking over 
James’ land, | would try and figure out how far it was to Mary and Rebekah’s land. Would 
the three families have interacted? Would James be the male roll model for Mary and 
Rebekah’s children? Was James a brother-in-law to Mary and/or Rebekah? Had Mary 
and Rebekah’s children married by the time James and his family moved to Indiana? 


As | learn more about these families and their land, | would also want to learn about their 
neighbors. Who was meeting at the local meeting house? When did they arrive in 
Kentucky? Where did they come from? 


And then for the BIG questions: Did Rebekah have a son named James? Did Mary have 
a son named James? If the answer to either or both of these questions is yes, then the 
BIGGER question is which James is the son of which widow? 


My ancestor is the youngest of the three men named James Crawford. According to his 
tombstone, he was born in 1772. The 1850 census indicates he was born in Virginia. 
James married Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard county, Kentucky. Thus, James was 27 
when he married. The marriage record is the only record I’ve found placing my ancestor, 
James, in Kentucky. When did he arrive in Kentucky? Is he the son of Mary (or 
Rebekah)? Sally is a widow with two young boys when she marries James Crawford. Her 
husband is said to have died in Virginia. What brought Sally to Kentucky? Where was she 
living? 


While James and Sally didn’t get married until 1799, another James Crawford married 
Martha Knight in 1793 in Lincoln County, Kentucky. Also married in Lincoln County was 
Mary Crawford to James Sellers in 1791 and Sarah Crawford to William Sellers in 1795. 
Are these three Crawfords who married in Lincoln County siblings? Could they be first 
cousins to James Crawford, husband of Sally? 


What stories will the hills of Garrard county reveal about the Crawford families that were 
only there for a short time.

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Friday Finds — Relatives at RootsTech 
Friday, March 04, 2022 


Are you ‘going’ to RootsTech 2022? If so, are you participating in Relatives at 
RootsTech? Although it is fun clicking on a post to see whether I’m related to one of the 
professional genealogists participating in RootsTech, they usually end up being very 
distant cousins. 


Thus, when | say Roberta Estes’ post on DNA-Explained, RootsTech Launches 
“Relatives at RootsTech” App — Are We Related? | decided to do a better job this year of 
working with these potential relatives. 


Following the tips in the post, | started working on a spreadsheet for those ‘relatives’ 
sharing a common ancestor. As | was working on my spreadsheet, | started noticing 
some missing surnames. Thus, | tried looking at relatives and our common ancestors in a 
different way. 


| printed out the fan chart for my dad and my mom and then outlined the ancestral 
couples appearing on my list of ancestors in Relatives at RootsTech. | then wrote in the 
number of relatives | have for each. Below is the finished chart for my dad. 


While | hoped to find more 3rd cousins, the chart isn’t that surprising for my dad since | 
have relatives identified for his lines. However, when | look at my mom’s side of the tree, 
there are some glaring holes. | don’t have any relatives for her Thompson, Evans, 
Mentzer or Minnick surnames. 


While these charts show the holes, | need to continue working on my spreadsheet. | have 
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modified it a bit by adding columns so | can record the descendancy from the common 
ancestor to my RootsTech relative. With that information recorded, | can later go back 
and review our possible relationship. 


Not only will | be able to compare their lineage with what | have for the family, but | will 
also be able to check Ancestry’s ThruLines to see if they (or their line) show up. 


This spreadsheet will also help me make contact with these cousins. Even though | have 
already contacted my Crawford cousins, the post on DNA-Explained has made me think 
of other pieces of information | want to include in future messages:

¢ Fact that | manage Ancestry DNA tests for myself, my 2 brothers and my mom

While | have way too many ‘relatives’ at RootsTech, | do hope to continue working on my 
spreadsheet so | can track my contact with them and my work to verify our relationship.

While the ability to add a life story was easily found on the ‘Discover’ tab, the 
PhotoMyne/Scanning feature was more difficult to find. To access this feature | had to 
click on the image icon in the upper right corner of the pedigree view of my tree to open 
the gallery and then click on the + sign to open the menu to add photos. 


Using the PhotoMyne scan feature was quick and easy. Since | tagged the people in the 
photo, the photo automatically appeared in the gallery for the individuals on my Ancestry 
tree. 


While the app makes it easy to add and tag photos, | likely won’t use it very often. That’s 
because the app makes it difficult for me to save the image to my computer. By saving 
my scanned images to my computer, | can add them to FamilySearch, use them in blog 
posts and make sure they are backed up.

Saturday Night Genealogy Fun challenge. 


It’s Saturday Night — 
time for more Genealogy Fun! 


Your mission, should you decide to accept it (cue the Mission Impossible music here) is 
to:1) The 1950 United States Census will be available to search on 1 April 2022 — less 
than three weeks away. How have you prepared yourself to search it? Have you found 
1950 addresses of your family members and persons of interest? Have you identified the 
State, County, Town and Enumeration District? Have you made a table of your findings 
so you can systematically find everyone on your list? What will you do with the 
information you gather? 


Are you ready? Do you know where your ancestors may have lived in 1950? While others 
have been preparing for quite some time, | have to admit | haven’t. | haven’t spent much 
time on this task for several reasons: 


¢ My ancestors were living in Dodge City, Emporia, and Yates Center at the time. 
¢ | learned to use census records by scanning microfilm to locate the desired family. 
Thus, | can do this again. 
¢ All of my ancestors were living in Kansas which means that in addition to information 
from the 1940 census, | also have information from Kansas census records for 
various years that provide street addresses. ( Kansas City and County Records, 
1919-1961) 
On my dad’s side of the tree, my living ancestors were all living at 911 Second street in 
Dodge City, Kansas in 1950. Thus, | can use Steve Morse’s “ Viewing 1940/1950 
Enumeration Districts in One Step” site to locate the map for Dodge City. 


To figure out which Enumeration District | need to access, | am relying on previous 
knowledge. From personal experience, | know that 911 Second is the southwest corner 
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of the intersection of 2nd avenue and Elm Street. | also have deed records indicating that 
this is lot 7 of block 47. When | enlarge the map of Dodge City, and locate this 
intersection, | find that | need to look in ED 29-15. 


When it comes to my mom’s side of the tree, my grandparents were living in Emporia 
while my great grandfathers were living in Yates Center and Neosho Falls. Since my 
grandparents tended to move around a lot, | need to pin down their probable address in 
1950. A search of the Ancestry database, U.S. City Directories 1822-1995 for the 
surname BRILES living in Emporia, Kansas provides the information needed. In both 
1949 and 1951, my grandparents were living at 924 Constitution. 


A search of Google helps me put 924 Constitution on a map.

From the Google map, | figured out that Constitution Street is two blocks west of 
Commercial street. Commercial street is highlighted in blue on the enumeration map. 
With my previous knowledge of Emporia’s streets, | knew that 9th avenue was north of 
6th avenue (which is also highlighted in blue). Locating those two streets on the ED map, 
| learn that ED 56-16 is the one that | need to use to locate my grandparents.

For my great-grandfathers, it appears that | will have to do more scanning of pages. My 
great grandfather, Charles Mentzer, was living in Neosho Falls. Since, the town is not 
separated from the rest o the township, | will need to scan the entire township (ED 104-7) 
to locate Charles.

My other great-grandfather on my mom’s side was living in Yates Center at the time. 
When | enlarge the ED map of Woodson County, it appears that Yates Center is in 4 
different EDs but there is no map of the town showing which portions of the town are in 
which ED.

Thus, it appears that | will need to scan several EDs to locate Edward G. Briles. Since | 
would have a lot of MENTZER cousins living in Woodson county, scanning these various 
EDs will help me locate them while locating my great-grandfather. 


To help me make sure | scan all of the townships where my MENTZER cousins lived, | 
can use a search of the Ancestry database, Kansas, U.S., City and County Census 
Records, 1919-1961 for the MENTZER surname between 1948-1952. The results from 
this search will allow me to create a checklist of cousins | need to find. 
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Besides these MENTZER cousins, | would have an aunt living in Emporia and great 
aunts and uncles on my ‘to-do’ list. Using information | have already compiled on these 
individuals, | can use the same process described above to identify the appropriate 
Enumeration District. Besides my Mentzer cousins shown above, | quickly created a list 
of ancestors and their siblings that will need located in the 1950 census.

As | was going back thru my photocopies and handwritten notes for my Crawford 
research in Indiana, | came across a letter from Carl Butts. With this letter was 
information regarding the descendants of Robert Crawford. Even though the information 
in this genealogy places Robert Crawford in the vicinity of Warren County, Indiana before 
1850, it does not match up with the 1850 census information for Robert Crawford. Thus, it 
looks like there may have been two Robert Crawfords in the region at the time.

Henry L. Crawford was born on August 22, 1846 in Warren County, Indiana 

near Foster, the son of Robert R. and Mary Ann (Hair) Crawford. He was a veteran 
of the Civil War, enlisting at Indianapolis, Indiana under his middle (?) name. He 
married Jennie Crawford; one son was born to this union. (His name was Allen or Albert 
Crawford, and it is believed that he lived near Paris. (Edgar County) Illinois.) 

Henry L. Crawford later re-married, marrying Ella Jackson in 1887. they 

lived in Oakwood, (Vermilion County) Illinois. Their children were Lula Ellen born 

On October 11, 1889, and Shirley Esthern born in 1892. Ella (Jackson) Crawford was 
born near Crawfordsville (Montgomery County) Indiana. she died in 1895. Henry 

died in 1898. They were buried in Oakwood Cemetery, Vermilion County, Illinois. 

Ella (Jackson) Crawford had two sisters, Alice (Jackson) Lowe and Elizabeth (Jackson) 
Lewis, living near Crawfordsville, Indiana in Montgomery County 

Lula Ellen Crawford was born on October 11, 1889 in Oakwood (Vermilion 

County) Illinois,, the daughter of Henry L. and Ella (Jackson) Crawford. She was 

sent to the Orphan’s Home after the death of her father. She later went to live 

with the Wildman Family of Clay County, Illinois, near Flora, where she lived until 

she was about twenty years old. She married CHarles Bradley Mearns in 1909 the 
son of William J. and Libby Mearns of Xemia (Clay county) Illinois. They lived in 
Tilden (Randolph County) Illinois. There were two children born to this union, 

one daughter, Leta Mae, dying in infancy and one son, Charles Vernon, born on May 
25, 1912. Lula’s husband Charles died in 1912. 

Lula Ellen (Crawford) Mearns re-married, marrying James Philip Butts, the 

son of Jonathan R. and Hester M. (McKinney) Butts on July 12, 1913 in Covington, 
(Fountain County) Indiana. They were married by Reverend E. W. Stickler. They lived 
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in Van Buren Township in Fountain County, Indiana one mile north of Veedersburg. 

Lula Ellen died July 4, 1933 and James Philip died February 14, 1958. Interment 

was at Rockfield Cemetery east of Veedersburg, Indiana

Loyd Dirst, who was graduated form Sabetha high school in 1934, is visiting his mother, 
Mrs. Arthur Bestwick, and Mr. Bestwick in Hiawatha, his aunt, Mrs. Jimmy Drolet and 
family and other relatives and friends in Sabetha.

Once during the time he was there the temperature rose to 
95 degrees and the newspapers carried big headlines about the extreme heat. 

There are eight separate army divisions on the island and the navy has a fleet stationed 
there also. The enlisted army men live in barracks and homes are provided at the 
quarters for some of the officers. Other officers live in the city. 

About forty per cent of the population is composed of foreigners, mostly Japanese and 
Chinese. Many of them are in business. The pineapple and sugar plantations are mostly 
company owned. These require considerable care. The work is done by cheap foreign 
labor. It takes eighteen months to raise a sugar crop. The pineapple is canned on the 
islands but the sugar is sent tot he states for refining. 

The tourist seasons are the harvest seasons for hotels, amusement places, and many 
others on the islands. The seasons seem to be controlled by vacations seasons in the 
states and other countries. Most of the time, passage must be booked weeks ahead. 
There are several Kansas and Missouri boys in the Marines and they find now and then 
that they have mutual acquaintances in the home state. 

When Loyd returns to his company, he will be stationed at Sn Diego, Calif., and will not 
return to Honolulu.

Do ‘bright shiny objects’ cause you to change direction with your genealogy research? 
That’s where | find myself right now: chasing those bright shiny objects versus working on 
my stated goals. So, what has me distracted? My Crawford puzzle of course! 


I’ve recently been updating my research of my 3rd great grandfather, Nelson Crawford — 
which is one of my 2022 goals. Since Nelson bought and sold land to and from 
descendants of James and Martha Crawford, updating my research on that family 
distracted me. 


Then, | recently received an email from a descendant of James and Martha Crawford 
telling me about a message he received from a George Douglass descendant. This 
connection grabbed my attention since we believe that George Douglass is the uncle of 
James Crawford. We had already verified that George Douglass sold Rebekah Crawford 
land in Garrard County, Kentucky. 


Since learning more about George Douglass may help us trace our Crawford lines back 
to Virginia, | decided to review my Douglass notes and see what else | could dig up. Like 
James and Martha who migrated from Garrard County to Barren County, George 
Douglass also made that trek. In looking at Barren County Kentucky land records, a 
George Douglass purchased 300 acres of land on Beaver Creek in 1808 from Levi 
Hollingsworth.

While these deeds do not show any connection between the Douglass family and either 
Crawford family, they do place George Douglass in Barren County, Kentucky where 
James and Martha also owned land. The Crawford land was on Marrowbone Creek. At 
this time, | have no idea whether the Douglass land was close to the Crawford land or 
whether several hills and valleys separated the two pieces of land.

Do you struggle with same name issues? If you are a regular reader of my blog, then you 
know that my genealogy is plagued by same name issues. One of those names being 
James Crawford. 


Thus, when | find a document for a James Crawford in a county where my ancestor lived, 
| can’t be certain it is my ancestor. Nor am | certain that the document is for any of the 
James Crawfords that I’ve researched. 


So, when | find a power of attorney deed in Barren County Kentucky during the time 
period that | believe not one but two of my James Crawford families lived, | have to 
question whether it fits with what else | know about these men. This particular deed 
appoints James Crawford and Moses Dooley as attorneys for John Singleton. At this 
time, | don’t know anything about John Singleton. But | do know that Moses Dooley was a 
land owner in Garrard County, Kentucky with land on Sugar Creek. This places Moses 
Dooley in the same area as Rebekah Crawford and Mary Crawford. | also know that 
there is a Moses Dooley on the tax roles in Barren County at the same time both James 
Crawfords are listed on those roles. And the Moses Dooley family is found in Preble 
County, Ohio with both James Crawfords. Thus, | think this deed involves one of these 
James Crawfords. 


One of these James Crawfords was a justice of the peace in Preble County. Between 
1814 and 1824, a James Crawford was a county commissioner. Once James and Martha 
moved to Indiana, references to a Crawford hold office in Preble County, Ohio stopped. 
Thus, | have concluded that the James married to Martha is the office holder. Based on 
that conclusion, | think this power of attorney deed might be for this James Crawford.

He was somewhere near 75 years of age at the time of his death and his 
passing away was probably due in a great measure to his advanced age. 
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Mr. Crawford was formerly a resident of this county, residing on the farm between here 
and Williamsport which he sold to the Ringel Bros.’ father when he left here for Kansas 
many years ago. Mr. Crawford has many friends in this county who will be grieved to 
learn of his demise.

Eliza J., daughter of John and Emelia Swisher, was born in Warren county, Indiana, July 
14th, 1835. 


She was converted when a child, and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church at 
“Crow’s Grove,” Indiana, since called “Swisher’s Chapel,” in honor of her grandfather, 
who was a pioneer in that country. 


Her parents died before she was grown, leaving in her charge two younger brothers and 
a sister, she being the eldest of four children. The charge she faithfully kept, always 
looking after their welfare s though they were her own children. 


On April 10th, 1856, she was married to James H. Crawford at the residence of her uncle, 
William F. Wood, where she then lived. There were born unto them seven children — 
William N., John D., Charles H. (died in infancy), Abraham L, Jennie, Henry C., and Clara 
V. 


In 1878 she, with her family, immigrated to Ford county, Kansas, here she has since 
resided. 


She has been in feeble health for several ears, but on Easter Sunday was taken ill with 
what, at that time, seemed a slight indisposition, but in spite of all that loving hands and 
medical skill could do continued to grow worse until the morning of July 8th, at 7:20 
o'clock, when, surrounded by husband and family she quietly crossed the dark river, after 
bidding them a fond farewell, and entreating them to meet her in heaven. 
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The funeral services were held in the M.E. Church, on Sunday, at 2:30 p.m. attended by 
a large concourse of friends many being unable to get inside the church. The remains 
were interred in the Maple Grove cemetery. 


She was a pious and devoted Christian. Among her leading characteristics was her love 
and devotion to the wants of her family. The greatest happiness she ever knew was in 
promoting the happiness of her loved ones. 


While the family are overcome with grief at parting with their dearest loved one, they 
humbly bow to the Divine will and say with her, “He doeth all things well.” she was loved 
by all who knew her and her loss is deeply mourned by all. — Dodge City, (Kan.,) Globe-

Kenneth Aeschliman, son of Mr. And Mrs. Dan Aeschliman of Sabetha is serving in the 
navy and writes the following interesting letter telling of the change in his work. He is 
located at San Diego, Calif. 

San Diego, Calif. July 29, 1939 

Just received your letter before chow. | have liberty from now until 12:30 Sunday night. 
So will write a few letters then shine up all my gear (brass buttons, belts, shoes, etc.) and 
also iron my shirts for next week. | wont have to do that when | get aboard ship. By the 
way | have been chosen for sea duty, started in sea school a week ago today. Have been 
very busy hall week. They took 25 out of our platoon for sea duty, in a way it is an honor 
but it isn’t just what | wanted. | wanted to get airplane mechanics. | think I'll like it here 
though. Have passed the toughest part already (boot camp). By the way | mad sharp 
shooter on both the pistol and rifle. That will mean $3 more per month than the lowest 
wage. Feel pretty good over it too. Twenty- two out of 64 didn’t qualify, 29 made 
marksman, 12 sharpshooter and one expert, so | didn’t do so bad. Hope to make expert 
next year. You see everyone must qualify every year in order to keep his rating. In other 
words | get $3 extra a month plus pay for one year, then if | qualify | don’t get it any more 
but if | get expert next year | get raised to $5 extra. 

Certainly has been war. The worst part of it is we have to drill in starched shirts making it 
seem hotter than it really is. We got an increase in our supply of clothes this week. Got a 
summer suit. Sure is a swell outfit — light blue trousers, dark blue blouse with brass 
buttons and white belt, and to go with it we have a white cap cover with a brass emblem 
front. Haven’t worn them yet, had to take them to a tailor to get the blouse altered over 
the shoulders. The other suit is green (winter). 

I’m sure glad | don’t have to work in the galley or mess hall. At least not now. They say 
that we all have to serve a month out of every year. Don’t know how much there is to it. 
We hear a lot that we can’t take too seriously.

My mother attended Kansas State Teachers College after graduating from Emporia High 
School. As a student, she met my dad and married him at the end of her junior year. 
While her formal education stopped while she raised a young family, her informal 
education began when she started working part time as a medical secretary. After the 
family’s move to Emporia, mom continued her work as a medical secretary at St. Mary’s 
Hospital. During this time, she completed requirements to become certified as an 
Accredited Record Technician. and was named the Director of the Medical Records 
department at St. Mary’s. At the same time, she was going back to college to complete 
her degree receiving a Bachelor of Science in Business from Emporia State University. 


While my grandma Crawford (Winnie Letha Currey Crawford) only talked about her being 
in school when her mother died, | did find a newspaper article indicating that she received 
a diploma from Horace Mann School in 1916. | find this achievement extremely 
remarkable since Winnie was placed in a children’s home for a time after her mother’s 
death in 1913 when Winnie was 10.

While grandma Crawford rarely talked about her schooling, grandma Briles did. My 
grandmother, Pauline Edith Briles Mentzer, told me her diploma was for high school 
graduation. In reality, that diploma was for completing the Common School Course of 
Study in School District No. 9 in Coffey County, Kansas in 1913. Pauline did attend high 
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school by going to Yates Center to live with her future sister-in-law, Lulu Cope. However, 
she is not mentioned in any of the lists of graduates for Yates Center. Since Pauline was 
married in 1915, she may not have actually graduated from high school. 


According to the 1930 census, my great grandmother, Josie Hammond Crawford, did not 
attend school but could read and write. 


My great grandmother, Winnie Hutchinson Currey, did not live long enough to be in the 
1930 census. Since her family seems to have moved a lot, she may not have attended 
school. 


Like Josie, my great grandmother, Francis Artlissa Ricketts Briles is recorded in the 1930 
census as not attending school but able to read and write. 


The same is true for Nettie Adell Wells Mentzer. She is recorded in the 1930 census as 
being able to read and write while not having attended school. 


Since my great grandmothers were able to read and write, they were likely educated in 
the home. Even though they did not have a formal education, their daughters did attend 
school with some of them not only graduating from high school but going on to receive 
additional degrees. Esther Crawford Noll, daughter of Josie, completed her nursing 
degree and served as a nurse during World War II. Gladys Mentzer, daughter of Nellie, 
attended Kansas State Teachers College and obtained a lifetime teaching certificate.

As you look at your pedigree chart, do you have ‘favorite’ lines to research? Are there 
lines that haven’t received as much of your attention? Readers of this blog are well aware 
that | have favorites — particularly my Crawford line. 


While updating my research of Zebulon and Caroline (Ostrander) Foster, it became 
obvious that | had not equally researched my various lines. The research | had on this 
family was basically census, marriage and cemetery records. Even though | was aware 
that Zebulon owned land in Indiana, | had not done any land record research for him. 


When looking back over my years of research, accessing these land records is much 
easier today than when | began my genealogy journey. Prior to the family History Library 
digitizing their collection of microfilm, | had to travel to access these records. Thus, lines 
that were in published genealogies were relegated to my ‘ignore for now’ pile. Since a 
group of researchers, led by Wayne E Dawson, put together The History and Ancestry of 
Rev. John Foster, 1735-1800, my Foster research got put in the ‘ignore for now’ file. 


Thankfully, those deed records have been digitized. While | can’t access the Warren 
County, Indiana land records from home, | can view them at Seneca Free Library which 
is an affiliate library. Thus, | only have to travel 0.5 miles to view these records. 


A search of the general index to deeds for Warren County, Indiana from 1826 to 1864 
revealed quite a few FOSTER records. However, entries for Zebulon Foster did not 
appear until volume 3 where his first appearance in the index indicates Zebulon Foster 
purchased land from George Pence in 1854.

Were you aware that a lot of newspapers are available for FREE thanks to the local 
public library? While Chronicling America provides access to some of our nation’s 
newspapers for free, many public libraries are providing free access to their local 
newspapers. 


| first became aware of this service when my local library, Seneca Free Library, digitized 
their collection of newspaper microfilm. These papers can be searched using a link on 
the library’s home page. When | first started working with the Seneca papers, | was 
aware that neighboring communities had also digitized their newspapers. However, | was 
not aware that a large number of libraries have done this. 


That’s where Kenneth Marks and his Ancestor Hunt Newspaper Links is a must have tool 
in my genealogy toolbox. Using his site, | can search for a community to see whether 
their newspapers have been digitized. If so, his page links to the library’s site that | can 
use to search the paper. 


As | was researching John Minnick of Kewanee, Illinois, | was very thankful that the 
Kewanee Public Library District provides this service and that Kenneth Marks’ index 
helped me find it. | was able to find an obituary for my 3rd great grandfather, John 
Minnick. This obituary was a great find since it provides a date of his first marriage along 
with a hint that his second wife had a prior marriage.

Death of John Minnick 
Pioneer Resident Passes Away Last Night 


Death claimed another of Kewanee’s pioneer residents last night when at eleven o’clock 
John Minnick, aged 81 passed quietly away at his home 113 South Elm street. Death 
followed a stroke of paralysus sustained about a week ago and which rendered Mr. 
Minnick’s condition serious. Owing to his advanced age little could be done to alleviate 
his suffering. 

For nearly half a century Mr Minnick was a resident of Kewanee. He was born in Carlyle, 
Penn., June 22d 1822 and came to Kewanee 47 years ago. October 28th, 1843 he was 
united in marriage to Miss Elizabeth Jones of Carlyle, who passed to the other world July 
20th , 1869. After coming to Illinois Mr Minnick became the husband of Mrs. Phoebe M 
Tripp who died November ‘st 1870 in this city. 

Mr Minnick was employed during the greater part of his residence in Kewanee as a 
shoemaker his place of business being on Tremont street. Five children are left to mourn 
his death, being as follows, Wilson J of Kewanee, Mrs. Emma Mentzer of Yates Center, 
Kan Mrs Ellen Frink of Shenandoah, lowa who is in the city now, Miss Elizabeth Minnick 
of this city and Mrs Susan Halterman of Clarinda, la. Another daughter Mrs Anna Bell 
died some years ago near Clarinda. 

Mr Minnick’s membership in the M E Church of this city dates back farther than that of 
any other member. He had ben an active worker in the church during his entire residence 
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in Kewanee for many years acting as class leader. The funeral service will be conducted 
tomorrow afternoon at 2 30 o’clock at the M. E. Church, Rev. R A Brown being in charge 
There will be no service at the house The remains will be laid to rest in Pleasant View 
cemetery.
